Dear Mr. Ohm: 

I write to convey the following pre-indictment plea offer to your client, Detrek Baker. 
This plea offer expires on Friday. April 26. 2013. However, the Government reserves the right 
to revoke this plea offer at anytime before your client enters a guilty plea in this case. If your 
client accepts the terms and conditions set forth below, please have your client execute this 
document in the space provided. Upon receipt of the executed document, this letter will become 
the plea agreement between your client and the Office of the United States Attorney for the 
District of Columbia. 

The terms of the plea offer are as follows: 

1 Your client agrees to admit guilt and enter a plea of guilty to one count of Second 
Degree Murder While Armed, in violation of D.C. Code §§ 22-2103, 2104, 4502 (2001 ed). 
Your client understands that this offense carries a maximum penalty of life imprisonment, but no 
more than forty (40) years' incarceration (unless the government proves aggravating 
circumstances). This offense carries a mandatory minimum penalty of five (5) years 
incarceration. 

2 Your client understands that the government will reserve stepback pending 
sentencing will waive any sentencing enhancement papers (which do appear to apply), and will 
reserve allocution at sentencing, subject to the terms set forth in paragraph 5 of this agreement. 
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3 The parties agree that your client shall, on the date of the plea, after taking an oath 
to tell the truth, in open eourt, agree to a factual proffer included with this paperwork. 

4. Your client and the Government agree that a period of incarceration of 276 
months (23 years) is the appropriate sentence in this case. 

5 Your client and the government agree, pursuant to Rule 11(e)(1)(C) of the 
Superio Court RuTes of Criminal Procedure, to present this plea agreement to the Court font

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8 This letter sets forth the entire understanding between the parties and constitutes die 
complete plea agreement between your client and the United States Attorney^ Office for the 
District of Columbia. This agreement supersedes all prior understandings, promises, agreements, 
or conditions, if any, between this Office and your client.
